Telephone Industry Pays $150 Every 
Sixty Seconds Into Public Treasury 


The number of telephone conver- 
sations varies considerably from hour 
to hour throughout the day. The 
greatest number occur in the morn- 
ings and afternoons, and they fall 
away to almost nothing during the 
small hours of the early morning. 
Yet if all the calls in the United 
States uring 1926 had been evenly 
distributed throughout the day and 
night, there would have been more 
than 45,000 telephone conversations 
begun every sixty seconds, 

On the same basis an average of 
$1,400 would have been disbursed 
every minute for the operating ex- 
penses involved in caring for the 
45,000 telephone calls, and of the 
above amount the telephone indus- 
try would have been busy paying 
$150 a minute into the public treas- 
ury in the form of taxes. 

Unfortunately the. business world 
does not carry on, smoothly and even- 
ly, all day and night. The telephone 
industry must maintain a huge sys- 
tem to care for the peak loads that 
come around ten in the morning and 
three in the afternoon, and_ alse 
maintain this huge plant ready for 
instant service all through the night 
when it is little used.

Close 
examination reveals that evidently 
this wonderful collection of furniture 
was but odds and ends and unsalable 
pieces picked up from second-hand 
stores by these fly-by-night fakers. 
Some proves to be the rankest of imi- 
tations of the cheapest grade, and the 
overstuffed is so poorly constructed 
that it squeaks and weaves under the 
lightest weight.

Fake auctions are not exclusive 
to residences, but are sometimes 
staged in stores. We have reports of a 
certain furniture firm that failed, hav- 
ing on hand stock invoiced at $42,000. 

As 
usual the stock must be closed out to 
satisfy creditors within a few days, 
regardless of cost. On the windows 
appeared glaring announcements of 
big bargains. Al-

An investigation of the store made 
six months later disclosed that its 
stock was then larger than the day it 


announced the auction. Its sales in 
the interim had exceeded $600,000. 
The facts are that twe trucks had 
backed up to the rear of the store 
nightly and unloaded new merchan- 
dise, principally odd lines and job lots 
picked up here and there at a bargain. 
Under the guise of a legitimate auc- 
tion, or private sale at auction prices, 
fourteen times as much furniture was 
seld in the six months ag the store 
contained at the time of the failure. 
Comparison of sale prices disclosed 
that victims were persuaded te buy 
liberally on the assurance they were 
getting sacrifice prices, when as a mat- 
ter of fact they were actually paying 
from five to 25 per cent more than re 
liable stores were charging for better 
goods. 

Fake auctions and private sales are 
used not only for furniture but also in 
the sale of jewelry and other merchan- 
dise. The lessen which this story 
teaches is that there is nothing to be 
gained by patronizing such sales. On 
the other hand, there is a better than 
50-50 chance of sustaining a loss. 

Not all auctions are fraudulent, for 
some are conducted fairly and honest- 
ly, but before you draw your savings 
from the bank and spend them for auc- 
tion goods it will pay you to get the 
facts. For your Own protection make 
it an unbreakable rule to confine your 
expenditures and investments to re- 
liable firms and individuals. In deal-

Doings of the 
Legislature 


Sacramento.—Under the auspices 


and direction of the Sacramento 
Regional Citizens’ Committee some 
ninety members of both houses of the 
legislature made a two days’ tour of 


the Sacram-nto valley, going up the 
east side and visiting Marysville, Oro- 
ville, Chico and Red Bluff; then re- 
turning via Corning, Willows and 
Woodland. It was a thoroughly edu- 
cational trip and every one of the 
visitors, especially those from the 
south, declared it was an eye opener 


as most of them had never visited the 
northern part of the state before. The 
old timers contrasted the trip in auto- 
mobiles with ‘the junketing” tours of 
lother days made on trains furnished 
iby the railroads and decided the mod- 
ern system for many reasons prefer- 
jable. 


A bill by Senator Sharkey which 
jwould extend the franchise on the 
iCarquinez Straits bridge and the An- 
tioch bridge from 25 to 50 years pro- 
vided the board of supervisors of 
Contra Costa county passed an ordi- 
nance to that effect, caused one of 
the most strenuous debates of the 
isession. The opponents of the Sharkey 
bill urged that toll bridges were run 
under an antiquated system and that 
all bridges should be built by the state 
and open free to the public. One 
senator suggested the appointment of 
a committee to arrange for the pur- 


chase of the bridges named above. 
The Carquinez bridge cost $8,000,000 
and the Antioch bridge $2,000,000. 


There is another toll bridge at Dum- 
barton which would have to be bought 
also if the state proposes to abolish 
tell bridges, or bridges owned by a 
corporation. ‘That fact was also 
brought out in the debate. It was de- 
clared that the Carquinez bridge will 
pay for itself in a few years and that 
to continue the franchise for twenty- 
five years more would be presenting 
the company which owns it with $75,- 
, 000,000. 


Cities of the sixth class may now 
have city managers if they so desire. 
For several years the financial af- 
fairs of the Sacramento-San Joaquin 
drainage district have been in a bad 
state. Warrants were issued to pay 
for the work and there accumulated 
interest to the amount of $3,000,000 
on the same. Legislation approved by 
the Governor would remedy the dif- 
ficulty; first, by transfering to the 
department of public works the man- 
agement of the district; secondly, by 
cancelling the unsold bonds; thirdly 
by issuing new bonds secured by the 
present and a supplemental assess- 
ment of the lands in the district which 
are valued at $75,000,000; allowing 
the state board of control to invest 
state funds in the bonds of the dis- 
trict; allowing the land owners to 
pay their assessments in warrants of 
the district; and finally making the 
act effective as soon as it is passed. 

An effort was made through a bill 
introduced by Assemblyman Baum to 
deprive northern California of one of 
its congressmen who was to be as- 
signed to southern California. The 
bill proposed to redistrict congression- 
ally the state so that the First and 
Second Congressional districts, com- 
prising all the territory north of Sac- 
ramento and San Francisco bay, 
would form one district instead of two 
as at present, and would give Los 
Angeles another congressman. During 
the debate Assemblyman Harry F., 
Sewell of Whittier declared that the 
iay will come, and is coming, when 
he entire Legislature will be con- 
‘rolled by Southern California. 


There recently appeared in the col- 
umn, in a discussion of the effort to 
abolish inheritance taxes, a statement 
oO the effect that if such action were 
taken, the state would lose over $8,- 
600,009 annually. The California Taxa- 
tion Improvement association, whose 
headquarters are in Los Angeles takes 
exception to this statement charging 
that the estimate was not based on 
facts. The amount collected in inheri- 
tance taxes in California last year wags 
$6,500,000. 


Heirs at law can, in future, collect 
money from a building association, if 
not in excess of $1,000, without tak- 
ing cut of administration. In 
view of the fact that the senate had 
so amended the slot machine bill that 
it permits gambling of adults and 
persons over eighteen, its author 
asked that it be referred to the com- 
mittee on public morals who is to 
enter it in its files.

A law has been passed authorizing 
boards of supervisors to name undes- 
ignated roads or highways without 


waiting for a petition. If it is not 
necessary to sell all a man’s property 
to pay an assessment against it for 


taxes, he can under a new law desig- 
nate what part he desires to be sold, 
provided of course, that the property 
designated brings money 
pay the assessment.
